W holesale arrests of the conspirators 
hiiH been decided upon in Prance, Italy 
and Switzerland, and other countries 
will follow suit. 


Romantic Marriage of the Empress. 
The tragic death of the empi’ess ends 
a pretty little romance in her life that 
began when she m arried the emperor. 
It has been said tn at the match was 
ftu'ced upon him by his m other, but 
probably without truth. 
His m other 
intended th at he should 
wed 
the 
{U'incc.-^s Helena, the eldest daughter 
of the Bavarian Duke Max, and indeed, 
I ally negotuited the m atch. 
Francis 
Joseph acquiesced in this arrangem ent 
with passive Indilïerence, and set out 
for l^uke Ma.x s castle to consummate 
the formal betrothal. 
On 
his way 
throuj^h m e park, before he reached 
the door of the castle, however, he saw 
strolling alx)ut amid the shrubbery a 
little girl who.«ie extraordinary beauty 
fixed his attentions and w’on iiis heart. 
W ithin the hour he ascertained th at 
she was Princess rilizabeth, a younger 
sister of his intended bride, and he 
canceled the engagem ent his m other 
had made for him, and vowed th at he 
would m arry no one but the exquisite 
creature he had seen in the park.

this M aximilian soon gave his consent; 
nor did the IM ncess H elena greatly 
object for she was far from loving the 
emperor.
